ing in which theſe Saints were Inaugu- 
rated, that two or three ſelect Spirits ſhould 
attend his Holineſs a little before Midnight, 
(when the Cart hisſian Bells rang their A- 
wakenings from firſt Slumbers) in order to 
contribute to his Repaſt and bodily Re-

| P in my Mind both 
often and earneſtly, and bending 
my Thoughts to muſe upon thoſe Things, 
which, by the Providence of God, are 
lately come to paſs; Methinks, I ma 
rightly uſurp that Saying of the Prophet 
Haba kult, A W, 7 21 done in your days, 
which no man will believe when it ſhall be 


reported. The King of France 1s done 
it; | tq 
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to Death, by the Hands of a Monk : 
For unto this it may fitly be applied, al- 
beit the Prophet ſpake properly of another 
Thing; namely, of the Incarnation of our 
Lord, which exceedeth all Wonders and 
Marvels whatſoever; even as the Apoſtle 
Paul doth moſt truly refer the v 
fame Words to the Reſarreion of Chri 
When the Prophet ſpeaks of a Work, he 
will not be underſtood of any Vulgar 
or Ordinary Matter; but of ſome Rare, 
ſome Famous and Memorable Exploit As, 
where it is faid of the Creation of the 
World, The Heavens are the Works of 
thy Hunde: And again; The Seventh day 
be refed from all the Works which be had 
made, But Where he faith , I is done 
it is uſual in Scripture, to underſtand 
ſuch a Thing as falleth not out by blind 
Chance, by Hip-Hazard, by Fortune, or 
at all Adventures; but by the Expręſs 
Will, Providence, Diſpoſition, and & 
vernment of God. As when our Saviour 
ſays, Ir ſhall do the Works which I do; 
and greater than theſe ſhall ye do; an 
any ſuch like Places in Holy Scripture, 
But where he Ray's it was already done, 
he ſpeaks after the manner of other Pro: 
phets 3 who, for the Certainty of the E- 
118 bent, 
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vent, are wont to foretel of Things to 
come, as if they were already paſt. For 
the Philofophers ſay, That Things Paſt 
are in Nature of cceſſity „Thin 5 Pre- 
ſent in a State of Now Being, and Things 
to come, to be merely Contingent ; that 
is their Judgment. n Regard of which 
Neceſſity, the Prophet Iſaiah, foretelling 
a long Time before of the Death of 
Chriſt, ſaid, even as after it was ſaid a- 
gam, He was led as 4 Shee 7 to the 
Slaughter and, as a Lamb before the 
Shearer, he opened not bis Mouth. And 
ſuch' a Thing is this whereof we now 
treat. This, which hath happen'd in 
theſe our Days: A Work Famous, Me- 
morable, and almoſt Incredible ! A Work, 

not wrought without the Special Provi- 
dence and Government of the Almighty, 
A Monk hath ſlain a King. Not a Paint- 
ed King, one figur'd out upon a Piece of 
Paper, or upon a Wall ; but the King of 
France, in the Middle of his Army , be- 
ing hedg'd in with his Camp, and guard- 
ed on every Side. Which indeed is ſuch 
a Work, and ſo brought about, as no Man 
will believe i it, when it ſhall be reported, 

and Poſterity perhaps will repute it for a 
Fable. 17 fa a King ſhould Dye. . , 
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ſhould be Slain, Men are eaſily induced 
to think it: But that he ſhould thus be 
Cut off, the World will hardly believe it. 
As, that Chriſt ſhould be born of a Wo- 
man, we do eaſily acknowledge it: But 
if ye add further, that He was born of 
a Yo nay Human Wit can't Subſcribe 
unto it. Likewiſe that Chriſt ſhould 
Dye, is as eaſily beliey'd ; but being 
Dead, to Riſe again, ( becauſe that to à 
Natural Habit once wholly Loſt, there is 
no Retiring back again) in the Reach of 4 
Man's Capacity, is impoſſible, and b 
Conſequence incredible. That a | 
out of his Sleep, out of his Sickneſs, out 
of a Swoon, or of an Extaſy, ſhould re- 
cover : himſelf again, (for that in the 
Courſe of Nature ſuch Things are uſual ) 
in Human Reaſon we accord unto it; 
but a dead Man to riſe again in the Judg- 
ment of the Fleſh, it ſeemed ſo incredible, 
that when Paul made; mention thereof a- 
mongſt the Athenian Philoſophers, they 
upbraided him as a ſetter forth of firange 
Gods, and others, as Like reporteth, 
laughed at him, and faid, Ve will hear 
thee about this Matter again; therefore 
in ſuch, Things as are not wont to fall 
out according to the Cuſtom of N 9 


* 
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and Common Courſe. of the World, the 
Prophet faith, that no Man will believe 
when Report ſhall be made; but yet 
when we remember God's Omnipotent 
Power, and Captivate our Underſtandings 
to the Obedience, which is through Faith, 
and to the Will of Chriſt, we are brought 
to believe; for by this means, that which 
naturally was incredible, is become cre- 
dible; therefore I, who, according to 
Man, do not believe that Chriſt was born 
of a Virgin; yet, when it is further ad- 
ded, that it was done by the Working of 
the Holy Ghoſt, above the compaſs of 
Nature, I do verily Afﬀent and give Cre- 
dit to it: And when it is ſaid that Chriſt 
roſe again from the Dead, according to 
Man's Wit, I cannot yield unto it; but 
when it is ſaid again, that it was done by 
a Divine Nature, which was in him, 
then do I moſt aſſuredly believe it. In 
like Manner, although according to the 
Wiſdom of the Fleſh, and Man's Under- 
ſtanding, it be incredible, or at leaſt very 
improbable, that ſo mighty a Prince in 
the midſt of his Camp, ſo guarded with 
fuch an armed Troop, ſhould be flaugh- 
tered by the Hands of One poor filly 
Fryar; yet when I call to Mind _ 
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other ſide, the moſt heinous. Miſdemean- 
our of the King, the particular Providence 
of the Almighty.. ruling in this A&ion ; 
and -how, ſtrangely and wonderfully God 


executed his inoſt juſt Decree againſt him, 


then do I verily: and ſtedfaſtly believe it. 
For why? We may not refer ſo notable 
and ſtrange a Work to any other Cauſe, 
than to the ſpecial Providence of God 
(as we underſtand that ſome there be who 
aſeribe it to other ordinary Cauſes, to Fo- 
tune, and Chance, or ſome other ſuch. 
like accidental Exents) but they who nar- 
rowly. look into the Courſe of the Whole 
Proceedings, may clearly ſee how many 
Things were brought about, which with- 
out the Special Supply of a Divine Aſſi- 

ance,. could never be atchieved of any 
Man. And certainly we may not think 
that God doth looſely govern the State of 
Kings and Kingdoms, and other ſo Ha- 
cellent and Weighty Affairs. There are 
in the Holy Stories of the Bible, Examples 
of this Kind, to none whereof we cin 
aſſign any other Author than God ; but 
there is none wherein more clearly ſhineth 
the Superior, Working of God, than this 
which, now we have in Hand. We read 
that. Eleazar, ic tlie End he might dae 
fe. | S 
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r 
the perſecuting King, and Enemy of God's 
People, did put himſelf in Danger of in- 
evitable Death, When as beholding in the 
Conflift One Elephant more Conſpicuous than 
the veſt, upon which the King was like to 


be, be ruſb'd violently amidſt the Rout of 


the Enemies, and making way on both fides 
came to the Beaſt, got under him, and ſlew 
him with” bis Sword ;' which in the Fall, 


fell down upon bim and cruſhed him to 


Death And here for Zeal, for Valour 
of Mind; and for the Iſſue of the Thing 
attempted, we find ſome Reſemblance and 
Equality; but for the Reſt, no one Thing 
comparable. Eleazar was a profeſs d Sol- 
dier, trained up in Arms, and in the Field, 
One purpoſely pick d out for the Battel; 
and as it oft falls out, enrag d with Bold- 
neſs, and fury of Mind; whereas our 
Monk was never brought up in ſuch Broils, 
and Martial Encounters, but by his Trade 
of Life ſo abhorring from Blood, that 
happ'ly he cou'd ſcarce endure to ſee him- 
ſelf let Blood. He knew before both his 
Manner of Death, and Place of Burial ; 
as that more like One ſwallowed up in- 
to the Bowels, then preſſed down by the 
Fall of the Beaſt, he ſhould: be entomb'd 
in his-own Spoils: But this Man w_ 4 
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look for both Death, and Tortures more 
bitter than Death, ſuch as he could not 
dream of, and little doubted he to lie un- 
buried; beſides many other Points of 
Difference that are between them. And 
well. known likewiſe is the Famous Story 
of the Holy Woman Judith, who to ſet 
free her own beſieged City, and People 
of God, took in Hand an Enterprize (God 
doubtleſs dire&ing her thereunto,) about 
the killing Holofernes, then General at 
the Enemies Forces, and in the End ſne 
did effect it. In which Attempt; altho 
there be many and manifeſt Tokens of a 
Superior Direction; yet in the Death of 
this King, and Deliverance of the City of 
Paris, we may ſee far greater Arguments 
of God's Providence, in as much as in the 
Judgment of Man, it was more difficult 
and impoſſible than that: for that Hof 
Woman opened her -Purpoſe to ſome of 
the Governors, and in their Preſence, and 
by their Sufferance paſſed through both 
their Gates, and Guard of the City; ſo 
that ſhe could be in no Danger of any 
Search, or Inquiſition, which during the 
Time of Aſſault, is wont to be ſo ſtreight, 
that ſcarce a Flye may paſs by unexamined: 
but being; amongſt the Enemies, rough 

WHO 
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whoſe Tents, and ſeveral Wards, ſhe 
muft needs paſs, after ſome Trial and Ex- 
amination, for that ſhe was a Woman, 
and had about her neither Letters nor 
Weapons, from- whence might grow any 
Suſpicion, and rendring very Nba 
Reaſons for her coming to the Camp, of 
her Flight, and Departure from her Coun- 
try-Men, ſhe was licenſed to paſs with- 
out any Let; fo that as well for thoſe 
Cauſes, as for her Sex, and Excellent 
Beauty, ſhe might be admitted into the 
Preſence of ſo unchaſte a Governor, upon 
whom being intoxicated with Wine, tha 
might eaſily: effect her Putpoſe. This 
did ſhe : But Ours a Mart of Holy Orders; 
did both Eſſay, and bring/abbut'a Work 
of more Weight,full of more Tncumbrances, 
ad wrapt in with ſo great Difficulties and 
Dangers on every (ide, as it could be ac- 
corpliſh's by no Wifdom, nor Humaf 
Policy, neither by any other Means, but 
the manifeſt” Appointment: ànd Aſſiſtance 
of God. R was requiſſtę that Letters of 
Commendatiorl ſhonld be procured from 
them of the contrary Faction; it was ne- 
&lfary he ſhould paſs out by the Gate of 
the City which led unto the Enemies 
Camp, Which doubtleſs, was fo warded 
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in that Troubleſome Time of the Siege, 
that nothing was unſuſpe&ed ; neither 
was any Man ſuffered to paſs to and fro, 
but after a moſt ſtrict Enquiry what Let- 
ters he conveyed, what New he carried, 
what Buſineſ, what Weapons he had: 
But he, (a wondrous Thing) paſſed thro' 
the Watches without Examination, and 
that with Letters of Credence to the Ene- 
my, which if the Citizens had intercepted, 
without Reprieve, or further Judgment, 
he had ſurely died. This was an evident 
Argument of God's Providence : But a 
greater Wonder was, that the ſame Man 
ſoon after, without any Examination at 
all, ſhould paſs. through the Enemies 
Camp ; likewiſe through , the Centinels, 
and ſeveral Watches of the Soldiers, and 
through the Guard which was next the 
Body of the King; and, in a word, thro' 
the Whole Army, which for the moſt 
Part, was made up of Hereticks, he liim- 
ſelf being a Man of Holy Orders, and 
clad in a Fryar's Weed, which in the 
Eyes of ſuch Men was ſo odious, that in 
the Places adjoyning to Paris, which a 
little before they had ſurprized, whatſoever 
Monks they took * either ſhughtered, 
OF 
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or alle woſt cruelly. treated, Fudirh was 
a Woman, therefore no whit hated, and 
yet often examined, neither carried ſhe 
ouglit about her which might endanger 
her; but this Man was a Monk, and there- 
fore deteſted, and came very ſuſpiciouſly 
with. a Knife provided for the Feat; and 
that not cloſed up in a Sheath; (which 
had been more excuſable) but altogether 
naked, and hid in his Sleeve, which had 
they bolted out, there had been no way 
but preſent Execution. Theſe are all 
ſuch manifeſt Tokens of God's Special 
Providence, as no Exception can be ta- 
ken againſt them, nor could it; otherwiſe 
be, but that God even . blinded the Ey 
of the Enemies, leſt they ſhould deſery 
him ; for as we ſaid before, although ſome 
there are who unjuſtly aſcribe thoſe Things 
to Chance and Fortune, we cannot not- 
ſtanding be perſwaded to refer them to 
any Cauſe but to the Will of God.; nor tru- 
ly ſhould I otherwiſe think, but that L have 
ubqued my Underſtanding to Obedience 
in Chriſt, who after ſo wonderful a Man- 
ner, provided both to ſet at Liberty the 
City of Paris, which then we underſtood 
to be many ways in great Perplexity and 

* Diſtreſs; 
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call not the Dead, 
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Diſtreſs; as alſo to avenge the moſt hei- 
nous Miſdeeds of the King and to take 
him out of the World by ſo unhappy and' 
reproachful a à Death: And hf we did 
therefore with fome Grief forete that it 
would in Tiwe fall out that as he was the 
laſt: of his Hou: ſo he was like to come 
to ſome ſtrange and ſhameful End, 15 
not only the Carditials of byeiiſe 
Lenencoft and Parts, but the A Bans 
dor "likewiſe, who then was Lieger with. 
us; can well vouch I ſpake; For Why, we 
Men alive to wit-. 
neſs of our Words, Which all of them full 
well remember. Notwithſtanding howſoe- 
ver, we are now forced to plead againft this 
hap eſs King, we do in no wile touch the 
Kingdom and Royal State of France, which 
is we have heretofore, ſo {till hereafter 
will: we proſecute Ich all Fatherly Af- 
fection, and Honourable Regard; But this 


we have ſpoken of the King's Perſon only, 
whoſe * Unfortunate ' End hath ' deprived 
Him of all thoſe Rites, which this Holy 
Seat, the Mother of all the Faithful, and 
eſpecially of Chriſtian Princes, is wont 
to perfo orm to Einperors and Kings after 
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their Deceaſe, which for him likewiſe we 
had folemnized, but that the Scripture in 
ſuch a Caſe doth flatly forbid us. There 
is (faith St. Fobn) a Sin unto Death, I ſay 
not for that any Man ſhall pray; which 
may be underſtood either of the Sin it 
ſelf, as if he ſhould ſay, for that Sin, or 
elſe for the Remiſſion of that Sin, I will 
not that any Man ſhould pray, becauſe it 
is unpardonable ; or that which ſorteth to 
the ſame End, for that Man who commit- 
teth a Sin unto Death, I will not that 1 
Man ſhould pray; of which kind likewiſe 
our Saviour Chriſt in St. Matthew, makes 
mention, that, To him which ſinneth againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt, there is no Remiſſion, ei- 
ther in this World, or in the World to 
come; where he maketh Three Sorts of 
Sin, againſt the Father, againſt the Son, 
and againſt the Holy Ghoſt : The Two 
Former are not ſo Grievous but Pardon- 
able, but the Third is not to be forgiven. 
All which Difference (as the Schoolmen out 
of the Scriptures deliver it) ariſeth out of 
the Diverſity of the Properties which are 
ſeverally aſcribed to the ſeveral Perſons of 
the Trinity: For although as there inthe 
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fame Eſſence, ſo there is the ſame Power, 
Wiſdom, and Goodneſs of all the Perſons 
(as we learn out of the Creel of Athana- 
ſius, when he ſaith, the Father is Omnipo- 
tent, the Son Omnipotent, and the Holy 
Ghoſt Omnipotent) ; yet by the way of 
Attribution, to the Father is aſcribed 
Power, to the Son Wiſdom, and to the 
Holy Ghoſt Love ; each whereof as they 
are called Properties, are ſo proper to every 
Perſon, as they cannot be put upon ano- 
ther; and by the contraries of theſe Pro- 
perties, we come to know the Difference 
and Weight of Sin: The contrary of 
Power (which is the Attribute of the Fa- 
ther) is Weakneſs; ſo that whatſoever we 
commit through Infirmity and Weakneſs 
of our Nature, may be ſaid to be com- 
mitted againſt the Father. The contrary 
of Wiſdom is Ignorance, through which 
when a Man offends, he is ſaid to offend 
againſt the Son; ſo that thoſe Sins which 
are committed cither through Man's Frail- 
5 or Ignorance, may caſily obtain a 
ardon. But the Third which is Love, 
the Property of the Holy Ghoſt, hath for 
his contrary Ingratitude, a moſt hateful

Sin, whereby. it comes to paſs that Man 
doth not acknowledge. God's Love and 
Penefits towards him, but — 06 
ſpiteth and groweth in hatred of them, 
apd f0. at length becometh obſtinate and 
impenitent; and this way Men offend 
more, gricvoutly, and dangerouffy toward 
God, than hy Ignorancę and Infirmity. ; 
therefore theſe are called Sips againſt the 
Holy, Ghoſt; which becauſe they are not 
O often, and fo <aljly forgiven, and not 
without a greater Meafnre of Grace, they 
are eppne in en der paparganable;
